"W« "have the names of about 18,000 
Taterans Ti?hp,^have applied for repairs, " 
BaldHr, Jtamsey, who has charge of tho 
Brtiflclal ijmb , appajtmeat of the surgeon 

feaerar», o.fflcei. to a Star reporter, " i'ou 
DOW we fit them out with uew sets ot 
legs, armfl 'or other apparatus every 11 vo 
years. It is now jgetting toward tho close 
of one of ^those periods, and-we Ixave re- 
paired 14,000 veterans. " 

"Aren't the one-legged men (lying oS?" 
jtfktMi The Star man. 

"Now, that's an interesting qiicslion. I 
guess they are. I presume many of lliose 
whose names ve have have since died, hut 
I caiijt . .tell cortiiiiily. Now, as 
I've said," every live yotirs we 
reconstruct the maimed veterans of 
the army, but tlicy Liivc their 
choice to taUe the repairs or the money. 
The allowitace fur u leg la ^"H; for any- 
thing less. than a leg ia ^50. Froia one 
period to anotLer many old veterans drop 
out Some of theui make one or two ap- 
plications, and then we never hear from 
tlicm . again.' ■ Katurally, we conclude 
when 'they don't send for their money or 
legs. they must bc deaci and have no mora 
use for thcih. ; Biit We don't ' >it oiir- 
eelves to men who haVe actually lost their 
limbs. A man who liaa. simply lost tha 
■use of his limbs is entitled to a wooden 
legiorrtajV^f^ the caso.may bo, though he 
catf t wear theni. " So you' see" 'we can't 
keep a record of all the one-legged men, 
b^t I guess there aren't as many as there 
iiiod to he. Tet there aro lots of Ihcm, 
end many who haven't any legs 
at all, and some with neither legs 
nor arma Then there are inauy who 
have not lost their lirabs, but wli^ have 
no ' power to mo\»e. There is^one man 
who gets two arms and two legs allowiinca 
who cannot move any part of liis hodj 
except the little linger ou the left hand, 
which lie can beiul llie least liltle bit 
There is another, a I^ew England soldier, 
whose arms and legs ore (Ic^a and who Is 
blind in both. eyes. Not long i\go a man 
came in here with no arms and sat down 
at one of the desks and wrote with bis 
t^th. ■ If '.Wafl hot particalarly fine writ- 
ing!' but' you' could read it. I know of 
apother man — he was in the sharp-shoot- 
ers' service — who' con't be stood on hi.4 
feet because be is bent in tho buck so that 
his bead .woit'.d strike the tioor first. 
Thinkri how many /years these men. baye 
■afferedt>«and^niany-of~them are atill liv- 
ing I "Why, there's hardly enough left ol 
s^me.of tbenicto bold tqgctber. 

ifBxii [y^ujdsked ifilthey were dying oil. 
Now, 'here'k-rfrcfll ^'c are-just compleiiiig, " 
and be laid several immense tally-sheets 
out on bis deak. "You can see how thov 
run. This is the fourth period, and here^a 
ii man who baa gotten four legs, quite u 
number for one man, if ho uKcd them all 
At once. A'ld hero's tinother who haa 
gotten four legs and four iirni.s. No, wo 
aon't furnish heads, but we supply parts 
ol heads, jaw and sections of slcull and 
cyea. Now, here's a man who got ono 
leg in the first period and has never rot- 
ten any since; he Is probably dead. But 
here is another, who came in for repairs 

Just after the close of the war and wfi.? never 
Lcard froitf' fi^i&"ttntir iioisr, wLun he 
comes up again. Be didn't wear out very 
fcsi.' Some iiiea''weiir' well ■ ahd don't 
l»thier*abBairgettiirg-repatred-so-often,= 
Here's another man, "^ho added, pointing to 
•DOtber name on the list; "bore's a man 
waqaRomes up now for tbe first time, hiiv- 
iDg abSet^lsi^ut bis limb all these ycara 
It runs tlitF^%^ou sec, all the way 
through. Ilicse men-wbo have not ap- 
plied for the fourth leg," or.- whatever It 
U they want, we conclude ni'Ust. . bo 
dead. Somo, I. presume, . wlU live to 
gfit five or ajx Ic^s' or as, many arms. "

"!My fatliur has certainly had a dread- 
ful o.\perieiice physically since his unfortu- 
nate full, " .said Fred Grant to niu tho 
otlieriiay. "Me never w.is really ill be- 
fore, and therefore the todiotisand painful 
results of the accident havo been all the 
more ditUcult for biiu to bear, for ho had 
not learned patience under sutlering. " 

"Did he break his thigh?" I asked. 

"No, " replied CoL Grant; "if he had It 
would have been much easier healed. Ho 
broke a muscle iu the thigh, and since 
I then he has had all sorts of dreadful 
sequelte. In tbe first place, he. was eun- 
flncd to his bed so long that his body was 
covered witli most painful l)e(i-soiea. 
As soon as lhe.se wore cured ho was tor- 
mented with boils, whieli cninu in bat- 
talions and were very e.xbiuistiufj-. These 
were followed by neuralgia. My father 
fancied his feoth"^ were tho catiso of tho 
neuralgia, and accordingly went through 
the delights of having a number ex- 
tracted. Kext ho had rlieuinatlsin, and is 
now being treated for that by a method 
wliich ia heroic enough if that-be all that 
Is rc(iulsite to a cure. The physician says 
his sj'Stem is .saturated ■^vitli uicotine, 
which he is eiuleuvoring to draw out of 
his body by a system of hatha and sweats. 
Of course smokiug is prohibited " 

"Does the general obey thi.s rule?" 

"Well, singularly enuugli, " answered 
!_ol. Grant, "ivlthough an inveterate 
smoker for so many years, iny father, 
who was never without a cigar in his 
mouth, now smokes at the outside three 
or four a week, and as ho is satisfied he 
la' improving under this treatment be hits 
■too stroilij a desire to recover to make his 
conraleacence any longer than neces- 
>ary. if tho sacrilice Is a ditilcult 
one for liiin to make he has never 
Bcknowledged it; indeed, I think ho Is 
determined never to smoke again except 
in the most modcnite manner. " Ool. 
Grant then told uie of tho iileasure and 
entertainment the general found in writ- 
ing, saying he scarcely knew how his 
fattier would ever have whiled away the 
weary hours tliat, spite of the efforts of 
a devoted family and liosLs of friends, 
nuiat come to a man who h'ls led such an 
exciting and active life, and who is at 
Gea Grant's age for Uie first time an 
invalid, had he not happily turuetl his 
thoughts toward writing a hi.story of the 
war in which lie served his country with 
Buch di.itinction. It seems that Gen. 
Grant h,u ready for the press now throe 
papers, ia the writing of which ho has 
taken infinite troubla 

"You can scarcely credit tbe pains my 
father has gone to, '' said CoL t'iraiit, "to 
make sure of points ou which he b;i3 re- 
lied on his memory, but which he would 
-.'Ol commit himself so until satisfied by 
comparing notes with others that ho was 
beyond a doubt correct "We btive cor- 
responded with soldiers and ofiicers all 
over tho world. Tlw; correspondenoe rela- 
tivc to tho battle of Shiloh alone would be 
sonicthiui; e.xtraoi'dinary for ua outsider 
to see. ill several cases my father has 
Bent men to the old battellelds to measure 
distances In fact, every as.sertion con- 
tained in these papers can bo proved. " 
In reply to my question as to tho gen- 
eral's method of composing Col Grant 
paid; "My father never employs a secre- 
tary or stenographer. He wri to.s every word 
himself. Then 1 usually read aloud to him 
his manuscript, correcting as lie suggests. 
He himself tlion copies this inannscript. 
sometimes adding a great deal. 1 again 
go through It, and so careful is he, and 
BO nnsinus to make this contribution to 
the war history of our country worthy of 
thi place, 'which without egotism h« as- 
pires to, that no labor on his part is too 
arduous for its accoif.plishment. The 
pai>er on Shiloh whicli I carried to the 
puDlisher myself yesterday was written 
and re written six times before he was 
willing to giye.it to. the public,.. Besides 
these separate 'Articles my fiither has"' com- 
menced ft history of the war, which he 
proposes to have published in book form. 
He Das n'rendy written about 1,200 or 
1,500 pages of manuscript of llii.s. "

Our esteemed morning contemporary 
ia exercised over the enhanced aosqional 
allowance which the. membora for Ottawa 
■were paid in return for their services dur- 
ing the long-drawn-out aesaion that has 
lately como to a oio«e»* ' Th« example of 
Hon. Mr. Mackenzie in returning to the 
treasury the difference between the regu- 
lar and the increased allowance is cited 
aa worthy of imitation. Following the 
■ame principle, why do not Mr. Mackenzie 
and thoao who think with him decline to 
recoivS- any sessional allowance whatso 
ever! If §1000 is deemed fair compensa- 
tion for four months' legislative work, 
why should $1500 be regarded as excessive 
psiy for six months' legislation/ So lonf; 
as the payment members is an admit- 
tediprinoiple, sanctioned by time-honored 
custom, we are not able to discern any 
reason why the country should expect its 
logislaturs to sacrifice six mouths of their 
time and pay them* for only four. The 
Britiah North America Act constituting 
the confederation passed the Imperial 
parliament in 18()7- In 1808 the first 
confederated parliumeiyt met at Ottawa 
and fixed the niembors indemnity at iiH 
per diem up to the <}nd of oO days, and 
for sessions laatiiig longer than that SCOO. 
la the session of 1873 the indemnity was 
increased to §1000 for sessions last- 
ing longer than 30 days. The editor 
of our esteemed morning contom- 
poraiY.^ijifi(W,H*^. iWipbsEi of that par- 
liament' and voted for theinoreaae.

3. Every pflradn'ffho Bella or offers for 
sale any such gooda in violation 0/ any 
provision of this section shall, for a fii-st 
olTunce, incur a penalty of two dollars fop 
each such package, and for a Bubsaquont 
ofl'once a penalty not exceeding twenty 
doilaia and not less than four dollars, for 
each such package in respect of which any 
iuch provision has been violated. 

3. Every person who places on any

SPAIN. 

MAniiio, Sept. 4. — Germany's reply to 
Spain'a remonstrance againat Bismarck's 
seizure of the Gatoline Islands reached 
King Alfonso at La Granja to-day. 

There were 2500 new cases of cholera 
and 183 deaths from tho same disease 
reported yesterday throughout Spain. 

THE CAROLINE ISLANDS. 

London, Sept. 4. — The Spanish iron- 
clad Aragon has landed on .Pelew island 
and the Spanish admiral has been ordered 
to likwiae occupy Yap, Bahelthiiiap, 
Pozoiiapiniia and other islands of the 
Caroline group. Oermau ofliciala ia those 
waters have teen instructed not to inter 
fere with the c.\rrying out of tho Spanish 
Bdmiral'a orders. 

London, Sept. \. — It ia reported that 
King Alfonso will aak thtf emperor of 
Austria to use his influence with the Gor- 
man governiiiont in behalf of Spain anil 
to purauade Prince Bismarck to abandon 
hia scheme of occupation of the Caroline 
Islands, King Alfonso is further reported 
as saying that the atl'air has so aroused 
tho Spanish people that ho would lose his 
throne should ho recede from the claims 
of Spain to the islands, and that Spain 
would be ruined should he push her 
claims, 

ENGLAND. ■ ; • 

London, Sept. 4. — In the examination 
to day of Honry Duff, the Fenian arrest- 
ed in Loudon on the 25th July, im a 
pharge of having murdered Stephen Gate- 
ly in a tavern yard in 1880, several wit- 
neeaos testified to seeing Dutf in company 
with Qaloly just pfevjouj the latter's 
body being found in the yard. ' Two wit- 
nossen stated that tho prisoner and the 
murdered man wore drinking in tho tavern 
together and wont out in tho yard appar- 
ently on good terms. 0;itely, it was al- 
leged, had incurred the enmity of tho 
Fenians by diaolosing some of their secrets, 
and the prosoQutiorj endeavored to show 
that a price was put on his head and Duff 
was detailed to kill him. Prisoner's so- 
licitor complained to the court of the 
alleged unfairness of tht examination, 
stating that ho had not boon allowed to 
see hia client, and that the object appear- 
ed to him as a doterniiiiod effort to hang 
Duff if possible, merely because he was 
an Irishman. In conclusion he aaid: "The 
prosecution of Duff is a farce, and no 
wonder that Irishmen do their utmost to 
frustrate the designs of England." Duff 
was committed for trial. 

Upon his arrival at Kingstown,, Arch- 
bishop Walsh was met by the local body of 
Farnellitea, who presented him with an 
address of welcome. The archbishop re- 
plying to tho address, said he placed be- 
fore the Popo tlie wants, fishes, aiips /ind 
desires of the people with whom the Pope 
expressed himself tn full sympathy. The. 
representations of the Irish prelates to 
his Holiness made it impossible in tho 
future to misrepresent Ireland's cause. 
The archbi.sliop -nade a similar reply. 
-•IddresseB vi-efe presented to him in Dub- 
lin. When he entered his carriage an en- 
thusiastic crowd removed the hurses and 
dragged the carriage to the ar.ohepiacopal 
residence. Archbishop Walsh afterward 
appeared on tho balcony of his residence 
and blessed the assemblage. Bands par- 
aded the streets until a hjto hour playing 
national airs.

WYUiMING. 
Cheybnnb, Sept. 4.— Everything is 
quiet at Carbon. Rock Springs and Evans- 
ton to day. Precautionary measures are 
taken by Gov. Warren, and the railroad 
authoritiea v/ill possibly prevent further 
depredations. The Chinamen driven out 
of Rock Springs are gi'adu{i}ly being 
picked up by trains going west and ta^.eji 
to Evanatou, where there are a thousaiid 
Chinamen livini,'.

Splendid weather, and crops are looking 
very promiaiug. 

In the court to-day Magistrate Sproat 
issued a warrant for the arrest'of a Dom- 
inion official for wilfully obstructing a 
provincial constable. Previous to this, 
two provincial conatabloa had been placed 
in the lock-up by the Dominion police. 
One was sentenced to fourteen days' iiu- 
priaonment by Police Commissioner John- 
son; the other escaped prior to his receiv- 
ing sentence, '.ind laid an information 
before Mr. Sproat against the Dominion 
polics. Mr. Spioat issued another war- 
rant for their ane.it. Comitablu Miles, of 
the provincial police, was executing this 
warrant, when he was arrested by five of 
tho Dominion police, and Police Oommis- 
aioner Johnston sentenced him to 14 
days' imprisonment. Immediately Magis- 
trate Sproat became aware of the new 
turn of alTaira he issued warrants for the 
arrest of all concerned in the arrest and 
imprisonment of Miles and swore in 20 
special provincial police to make arrests. 

Aug. 28. — Johnston, Dominion police 
commissionerj and three constables of the 
Dominion force, are arrested and aafely 
lodged in jail, and their trial is expected 
to take place to-Say. The Dominion 
police are barricaded in their barracks 
hero, armed with rifles and 70 rounds of 
ball cartridges, and as public sentiment is 
strongly against them war is expected to 
the knife.

A ropreaentutivo of The Colonist inter- 
viovfed Capt. Jones, of the HeruiinOi yes- 
terday, and tho captain narrated tho fol- 
lowing thrilling facta connected with the 
mutiuy on board his ship while on the 
voyage to Victoria. We give the account 
almost in Capt. Jones' own words: 

After leaving Liverpool my brother, 
who accompanied us as far as tho pilot, 
told me that he thought there would be 
trouble on the voyage out, as he did not 
like the look of the crew. I did not 
take much notice' at the time othur than 
to keep my eyes open until the actions of 
my men convinced me that aomothiiig 
was wrong, and upon examination somu 
days after I found that tho cargo had been 
broached. I ordered my mate to fasten 
down the hatches, which he did; but to 
no avail, for the men crept down the hold 
through a skylight at night and com- 
mitted their depredations in a much more 
daring manner. One day as a squall was 
coming up I 

OBDBRBO ALL HANDS OK DECK, 

but to my astonishment all except the 
mates and apprentices remained below. 
I wont into the forecastle and found the 
men drunk. Not content with stealing 
the provisions, they had broken through 
the tank and secured several cases of 
liquor with which they held a grand de- 
bauch. All this took place in the South 
Atlantic, and finding that it would be 
almost impossible for me to round Cape 
Horn with my crew in open mutiny, for 
you know that a sudden squall would 
probably have proved fatal without as- 
sistance to manage my ship. I deter- 
mined to bear up to the Falkland Islands. 
Unfortunately, the men (whom I after- 
wards learned had determined to throw 
my apprentices overboard some stormy 
night as we wore rounding the Cape in 
order to keep their plana from being re- 
vealed), discovered my object and deter- 
mined to 

TAKE TIIK SHIP AT ONCE. 

I was informed by a man in the forecastle 
of their plans, and on going forward heard 
tho ring-leader, a very datigerous man 
named Clerk, tell one of tho other men 
that the mato and myself had revolvers, 
and if thoy could got them the taking of 
tho ship would be an easy mutter. That 
night was intensely dark, and fearing a 
surprise I put my revolver in the front 
pocket of my.trcusera in order to have it 
handy. About 10 o'clock the mutineers 
caine aft in a body and ran up to tho poop 
on which I was standing. The ringleader, 
a strong, powerful man, seized mo and 
felt fur ray revolver iu the back pocket of 
my trousers. Not finding it there he or- 
dered aome men to seize the mate who 
was unarmed, and I eluded Clerk's grasp 
and sprang for tho cabin stairs. Ho im- 
mediately followed me, when drawing my 
pistol I fired, the ball penetrating hia 
body a few inches below tho heart. I ex- 
pected to see him fall down; but in- 
stead of that he turned and walked for- 
ward never uttering a word. The other 
men followed him and the mutiny was 
virtually at an ond. This man Clerk was 
the moat extraordinary man I over met, 
and the only man I ever feared. He had 
all the

and eeomod to make them do what he 
ploasoH. He died the next day, On his 
deathbed he told the men he was a free 
mason, and had a book full of hierogly- 
phics which he aaked them to throw over- 
board with a set of burglar's tools which 
he posaoBsed. and his other effects. These 
orders tho men carried out. I never went 
forward until after the man died. We 
arrived at the islands a few days after- 
warda where I was 

TRIED AND ACQUITTED. 

At the coroner's inquest the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty of manslaughter; but 
in the supreme court I was honorably ac- 
quitted. Two of tho Bailors were found 
guilty of being ringleaders in tho mutiny 
and sentenced to long terms of imprison- 
mont." 

Capt. Jones, who received our reporter 
very cordially, is a bright, active man 
with a kindly expression of countenance. 
From tho itatonients of members of his 
crow he waa driven into a tight cornsr be- 
fore he used his revolver, and when ho 
found the only way to save himself and 
family be shot the worst man among the 
crow.

tion in On Hing'a case. It was further 
stated that considerable eiponeo had boeii 
incurred in repairs; that tho five days ex- 
pired that night; and that unleas 1 inter- 
fered, the deatruction of tho repaired 
building would be complete before office 
hours on the following morning. Tlio de- 
lay of the plaintiff during tho Gvo days 
not being accounted for, 1 hud much 
doubt; but tho case boing alleged to bo 
one of irroparablo daniiige, and the action 
of the corporation being alleged to be 
grounded ou a bylaw which had been ju- 
dicially declared inapplicable to ancient 
wooden buildings, I granted a restraining 
order till Tueaday p. m., roaorving all 
(j^ueationa of costs. On Tuesday, 'oy ar- 
rangement, tlii3 matter stood over until 
to-day. 

It now appears that not a Gvo days' no- 
tice, but a ten days' notice, had been 
given, so far back as the 20th August; 
and that that notice was not 
grounded at all on the bylaw im- 
pugned in On Hing'a case, but on 
tho bylaw for protection against fire and 
other dangers, baied on the certificate of 
tho chief engineer and two fire wardens; 
though the defendants had alao given a 
aubaequent notice relying on the bylaw- 
overruled in On Hing'a caso. These are 
very important materials for a judge to 
consider on an exparto applicalioii — in my 
opinion mora important than - what was 
disclosed to mo ou the 31st August, and 
they wore entirely concealed.- The coun- 
aol for tho plaintifF was himself oven to- 
day quite unaware of these facta; and 
therefore I am glad to say there was no 
wilful concealment. But there was con- 
cealment; and on this ground alone re- 
straining order of 31st ultimo mast bs 
discharged, and with coats. This is the 
invariable rulo, when material facts arc 
suppressed on tho oxparte applicaf.ion for 
any roatraining ordur. Whether the aup- 
preaaion bo innocent, or through ignor- 
ance, or design, makes no differeiico. 

It becomes, thoiofure, unimportant to 
consider the other matters discussed to- 
day. But as the mere discharge of the 
ordor of Slst Aiigiist will leave tho plain- 
tiff at liberty to move again, as soon as 
tho coata already incurred are paid, and 
aa the matter has been discussed at aome 
length, I mayobaori'c, not aa binding my- 
self at all, but aa affording probable mat- 
ter for argument : IsL. Tho plaintifr'e de- 
lay is much muro serious than it at first 
appeared to be; and a plaintiff seeking 
an oxp.irto injunction ought to exorl tho 
utmost diligence. 2d. The damage he 
may sustain can bo cnmpoiisated by 
money payment; it ia not irreparable. 
3d. His alleged outlay for repairs was in- 
curred wholly after notice of tho inten- 
tion to pull down, and therefore gives 
him no equity against tho defondanta. 
4th. The bylaw, section 0, under which 
the corporation are now proceeding, does 
not appear liable to the objections which 
were deemed fatal to the bylaw in On 
Uing's case. 5th. Tho certificate of tho 
engineer and firo Tfardena is probably con- 
clusive to give tho corporation jurisdic- 
tion under section C: though perhaps in a 
gross caao of miastatoment the plaintiff 
might have a remedy against somebody 
for any damage i-esulting from an errone- 
ous certificate. Oth. The corporation 
havo a statutory duty imposed upon them 
(to protect the city against lire), and 
thurufore if by the notice of tho 20th 
■\uguat thoy acquired power to act uniioi- 
section C thoy cannot, pi obably , bo deeim U 
to have waived or abiiadoned that power 
or incapacitated themselves from perform- 
ing that duty by their subsequent notice 
of an intention to proceed under another 
section. 

Another Illegal is^eixurc.
